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RESOLUTIONS. | 


1. Resolved by the senate and house of represen: 
tatives of the United States of America in congress 
assembled, That the president of the United States 
be, and he is hereby, requested to cause a monu- 
ment to be erected at a suitable place, and with a 
suitable inscription, in testimony of the high sense 
entertained by congress of the military virtues of - 
the late brigadier general Pike, who, gallantly lead- 
ing a column to the attack of York, in Upper 
Canada, fell, in the arms of victory, on the 27th 

April, 1813, terminating gloriously a life devoted 
to his country, and leaving behind him an honora- 
ble example of enterprize, perseverance, and con- 
tempt of death, for the imitation of the American 
soldier. 

2. Resolved, 'That the thanks of coneress be, 
and they are hereby, presenied. to major general 
Harrison, and to governor Shelby, and through 
them to the officers and men under their com- 
mand, for their gallantry and good conduct in de- 
feating the combined British and Indian forces 
under major general Proctor, on the Thames, in ~ 
Upper Canada, the 5th of October, 1813, captur- 
ing the entire British army, with their baggage, 
camp equipage, and artillery; and that the presi- 
dent of the United States be requested to cause 
gold medals to be struck, embiematical of this trt- 
umph, and presented to general Harrison and ga- 


. vernor Shelby. 
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3. Resolved. That congress entertain a bigh 
sense of the gallantry and good conduct of lieu- 
tenant colonel Beatty, and the officers and men 
under his command, in repulsing, with inferior 
numbers, the combined attack dfa British land 
and naval force on Cravey Island, on the 22d of 
June, 1813; and that the president of the United 
States be requested to present an elegant sword to 
lieutenant colonel Beatty. 

* 4, Resolved, That congress entertain a high 
sense of the merit of colonel Croghan, and the of- 
ficers and men under hiscommand, for their gal- 
lant defence of Fort Stephenson, on the Lower 
Sandusky, on the Ist and 2d of August, 1813, re 
pelling, with great slaughter, the assault of a Bri- 
tish and Indian army much superior in number; 
and that the president be requested to present .an 
elegant sword to colonel Croghan. 

5. Resolved, That the president of the United 
States be requested to cause a monument to be 
erected at a suitable place, and with a suitable in- 
scription, to the memory of brigadier general Co- 
vington, who, gallantly leading his troops to a 
successful eharge, fell in the battle of Wilhams- 
burg, in Upper Canada, on tre llth November, 
1813. 

6. Resolved, That the thanks of congress be, 
and they are hereby, presented to major general 
Jackson, and to brigadier generals Floyd and Cot 
fee, and through them to the officers and men 
under their command, for their gailantry aod 
good conduct in the Campaign against the Creek 
nation of [ndians in the winter of 1818-14, de» 
feating formidable tribes of Savages, in successive 
battles, fought with oveat obstinacy.and fiuaily sub- 
duing them to terms of peace; and that the presi 
dent of the United States be requested to cause 
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gold medals to be struck, with suitable emblems: 
and devices, and presented to major general Jack- 
son, and brigadiers Floyd and Cofiee. 

7. Resolved, That congress entertain a high 
sense of the merit of lieutenant colonel Armistead, 
and the officers and men under his command, in 

their late gallant and successful defence of Fort 
M'Henry, against the attack of a formidable bri- 
tish squadron; and that the president of the Unit- 
ed States be requested to present an elegant swords 
to lieutenant colonel Armistead 

8. Resolved, That congress entertain a high 
sense of the merit of major Lawrence, and the 
officers and men under his command, in their late 
gallant defence of Fort Bowyer, repeliing, with in- 
ferior numbers and with great slaughter, the com- 
bined attack of a British land and naval force, 
aided by a body of Savages; and that the presi- 
dent of the United States be requested to present 
an elegant sword to major Lawrence. 
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
